Dr. Laidley made this statement in spite 
of the fact that Zach Mulhall stated posi- 
tively to the Post-Dispatch while at the 
Planters’ Hotel Wednesday that Murray 
was not at his residence. 

“Je is not,’’ said Col. Mulhall emphatic- 
ally, when asked directly Weduesday aft- 
ernoon whether or not Murray was at his 
house. 

Wednesday a representative of the Post- 
Dispatch called at the Mulhall home, 4643 
Washington boulevard. After the bell had 
been rung intermittently fur five minutes, 
Mises Lucile Mulhall came to the door and 
stated that her father was not at home. 

She refused to state whether Murray was 
in the house or not, but said that her fath- 
er would speak regarding that. He could 
be found at the Planters’ hotel, she said. 

A Post-Dispatch representative’ then 
called at the Planters’ hotel and-saw Col. 
Mulhall, who denied emphaticaliy that Mur- 
ray was at his home. 

Thursday morning a representative of the 
Post-Dispatch again called at the Mulhall 
home at 7 o'clock. Repeated ringing of the 
bell brought’ a houseman, who said that 
Col. Mulhall had left the house half an 
hour before and had gone downtown. He 
could probably be found at the Planters 
Hotel, he said. 

The houseman was positive that Murray 
was not in the house, that he had not been 
at any time since the shooting, or that he 
had even called to see Col. Mulhall since 
last Saturday night. He denied that Mur- 
ray had gone downtown with Col. Mulhail 
ween he left the house a half-hour ear- 


er. 
Murray disappeared from the emergency 
hospital at the Fair Monday. At that time 
it was stated his wound had healed so 
Wickly there was no occasion for his fur- 
ther stay at the hospital.

The Democratic state judicial convention was controlled by 
the machine and corporation forces which have so long dom- 
inated the Democratic party of this state.
